FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER 22, there will be a giant ethnic 
Twenty Questions for all those listeners of the AM 
program for the last three months. Selections of 
rare, wistful, and droil music from rare, sweet, * 
and cryptic countries will be presented. The Music 
Man, Mr. Buck, will not announce any imformations 
about the selections, and listeners will be invited 
to submit their suesses at the locales, the coun- 
tries from which the music originates. "It'll blow 
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their minds," says the talented but laconic musik- 
meister. Responses should be mailed in by Monday 
morning, and the first prize, naturally, will be 
two records of ethnic---choice of Mr. Buck. Se- 
cond prize is Mr Buck himself. Third prize are thos 
damned termites that have been bubbling up from 
under the floor somewhere in the bathroom. Fourth 
prize is the bathroom. 

CITY COUNCIL INTERVIEWS. We sent letters to all 28 
candidates, inviting them to come up and submit 
themselves to a meaningful questioning session by 
some non-partisan types. Fifteen agreed to do so, 
including two of the incumbents. Although most of 
the interviews are pretty exciting, we found that 
those running who feel they have the most chance of 
success are the ones who dodge the most questions. 
It's that power (or potential power) breeds its 

own kind of silence. A man in office, or a man 
close to winning, feels that he has all the poten- 
tial and needs none of the kinetic. Thus, he need 
say nothing. He wins by not saying anything---thus 
no-one will attack him for his ideas. What one 
does while in power seems to be far more adequate--- 
to some---than their spoken words. 

In any event, we got an eyeful with the inter- 
views---got a good chance to see the type of per- 
sons which election contests bring out from be- 
hind the radiator, from under the rug. Some of 
the interviews were quite droll, although they 
weren't planned that way. And because we subscribe 
to the theory of the moderately intelligent, moder- 
ate antagonistic interviewer, some were indeed 
dramatic. Which is, after all, one of the great 
pleasures of good radio. If not the last.
